By memorandum to the Finance Division dated 4 August 
1953, the Chief of the WH Division certified retroactively to the 
operational necessity of the transportation. The Travel Orders

risation for shipment of the automobile at Agency expense. 


5, The reason given in the file for the amended travel order 
which refused authorization for shipment of the automobile was 
the erroneous opinion that shipment at Government expense was 
not legally possible despite the operational necessity for the car. 
On the basis of these facts, this office is of the opinion that the 
payment of the transportation costa by the foreign station may 
stand. We make no comment, however, upon the administrative 
practice of submitting the shipping bill to the field station for pay- 
ment after having been advised by Finance Division that payment 
would not be allowed.
